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CHAPTER 112.
RELIEF OF WILBER M’CABE,
AN ACT for the relief of Wilber McCabe.

WrErEas, Section 6, chapter 189, acts of the 20th General
Assembly provides as a matter of public policy, for the welfare
and protection of the public, for the killing and destroying of
certain stock adjudged by the state veterinary surgeon to be
affected with certain diseases, and

Waereas, The said section recognizes and provides that
under certain conditions the owners of stock destroyed and

Whaereas, The claimant has never received any compensa-
tion under the provisions thereof should be compensated
therefor, and,

Waereas, Wilber McCabe of Malvern, Mills county, Iowa,
was the owner of one span of horses the value of which was
three hundred dollars ($300) and which span of horses was
on or about the 10th day of September, 1885 adjudged b
deputy state veterinary surgeon, Milnis to be affected wi
chronic glanders and were ordered by the said deputy state
veterinary sargeon to be killed and destroyed and in obedi-
ence thereto were on the twelfth (12) day of September 1885
80 killed and destroyed, therefore

Be it enacted by the Genoral Assembly of the State of lowa:

Szcrion 1. That there is hereby appropriated the sum of
two hundred dollars ($200) out of any money in the state treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated and that upon the passage of
this ace the auditor of state is hereby directed to issue to the
said Wilber McCabe his warrant therefor.
